1. The prior art documents disclose a surgical saw used in narrow spaces and its blade 
that is situated in the same direction as its handle. But the subject-matter of claims 1- 
4 suggest a blade which moves at approximately 90 angle with respect to an approach 
direction of the handle and it also discloses the relative components. Therefore, the 
subject-matter of claims 1-4 is novel (Art. 33(2) PCT). 

2. The prior art has problem. The direction change is not easy in cutting an oral cavity 
and a skin incision is required according to the circumstance. The subject-matter of 
claims 1-4 solves this problem by changing the blade angle. This problem-solving 
technique is not obvious from the prior art. Thus, claims 1-4 involves an inventive step 
(Art. 33(3) PCT).
